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Euphorbia L. is a very large and eomplieated genus : thè typieal Euphorbia 
has caetus-like spinose jointed stems and small or rudimentary leaves, so 
under thè modern System of elassifleation it is naturai to separate thè Spurge 
group under a different generie name. This was aetually done as long ago 
as 1700 by Tourneeort who introdueed thè generic name Tithymalus for thè 
group, but Linnaeus disregarded this division and reunited thè group under 
Euphorbia. Subsequent to thè publication of Linnaeus’s ‘Species Plantarum’ 
(1753), thè fìrst botanist who re-adopted thè name Tithymalus was Miller, 
who explains its application, limited however to thè plant later known as 
Pedilanthus Necker, in his ‘Gardener’s Dictionary, Abridged, ed. 4, voi. Ili’ 
(1754), from whieh thè following quotation is extracted :— 

Tithymalus, Spurge.
